State into her own hands, and ſteered

all chree came thither, one after ano- 
ther, where bcing arrived, The S:eur 
de Cominges Licutenant of the Queens 
Guards entered immediately into the 
Gallery with the Szevr de Guitault his 
Unckle, and Cro/y who told the Prin- 
ces the Orders they had to ſecure their 
Perſons, who ſtanding amaz'd at ſuch 
news, requeſted ro ſpeak with the 
Queen, or the Cardinal, which bein 

denied, they were conſtrained to Fs 
cend by the back Stairs that leads to the 
Garden, without the leaſt noiſe or ſuſ- 
picion given to any, and. ſo were carri- 
ed away:in a Coach with a ſtrong 
Guard of Horſe tothe Boys de Vincennes 
Nevet 
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Never did ſo great a heart fo patiently 
ſubmit to confinement, himſelf direged 
the beſt way to that place, which he 
had found out upon an occaſion of car- 
rying ſome Guns thither during the 
troubles of Pars, which could not be 
drawn the other way by reaſon of the 
deapneſs of it. 

Abour thirteen Months afterwards 
he was releaſed upon the Intrigue be- 
tween the Cardinal a” Retz and the 
Parliament; a Letter which he writ 
with a black lead Pen, and which was 
figned by the Prince of Carty and the 
Duke of Lonquewille, his Brothers and 
Companions in reſtraint, being preſen- 
ted to the Parliament to whom it was 
dircated, does very mnch contribute 
to his Releaſe, He hath 'ever fince 
been very Jealous of that Cardinal, 
and rather adventures 'to withdraw 
himſelf into Flazders then'to fall again 
into his hands... Bur akhough he ever 
was his Enemy ,'yet he never ſpake 
any ul of him ; ophyche would fome-

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times let his Friends know he did: not 
approve of his Condu@; He was ſay- 
ing once, That there were three per- 
ſons in Fraxce that made much noiſe; 
one was the Marſhal of Turrezne, who 
was the: beſt, and moſt prudent Cap» 
tain of thoſe times, but yer had been 
unfortunate : Another the Cardinal 
Mazarine who was the ableſt in the

either of them : He is long ſince re- 
turned to his Duty, 2nd yields his obe- 
dience with ſo much ſubmiſhon and 
adherence, that it is apparent be had 
no quarrel with his Maſter , but all 
his diſcontent aroſe from Mazarne, 
with whom he was again preſently 
reconciled. He is Brave, Generous,

He replyed with much haughtineſs , 
Thoſe that made him King, And al- 
though they are now perfeAly ſubmit- 
red to Regal authority, yet they are 
careful of preſerving the remainders of 
their Grandure rowards forraigu Prin= 
ces ; whereupon many .of them would 
not appear at the entrance of the King 
and Queen into Paris after. their Mar- 
riage, becauſe the Count de.

cue of their Dignities, Bur what great- 
neſs ſoever thele Nobles of Fraxce do

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to Rene of Lorrain, Duke of Elbeuf, 
Soy to Claudizs of Lorrain; firſt Duke 
of Guiſe, who being of an excellent 
good nature, and willing to do allthe 
world kigdnefles, though to the pre- 
judice of his own particular Fortune 
and Revenues; it was ſaid of him in 
Raillery, that he was the greateſt U- 
ſurer in Frazxce, having turned all his 
Eſtate into Obligations. This preſent 
Duke of Elbesf hath married Catherine 
Henrietta, the Natural Daughter of 
Henry the fourth, and Siſter to the 
Dukeof YVendoſme. The Earl of Har. 
court being Brother to the ſaid Duke of 
Elbeuf, and conſequently of the Houle 
of Lorraine, is a perſon of great cou- 
rage, and one who hath fignaliz'd him 
in a thouſand brave aQions.
